PRISONS (AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE

An Ordinance to amend the Prisons Ordinance 1921. 


1. This Ordinance may he cited as the Prisons (Amend- Short Title, 
inent) Ordinance, 1026, and the Prisons Ordinance, 1921, 
(hereinafter referred to as the Principal Ordinance), and this 
Ordinance may together be cited as the Prisons Ordinances 
1021—1026. 


2. (1) In Section 1 of the Principal Ordinance the words Amendment of 
“or camp or other place” shall be inserted after the word "p rin?ili-ii 

“building”, and the like words shall be inserted in Section 2 Ordinance, 
of the Principal Ordinance after the words “part of building”. 

(2) The following paragraph shall be added at the 
end of Section 1 of the Principal Ordinance 


“Any camp where prisoners are confined for the purpose 
of penal labour shall be deemed to be a central prison”.
